Mail Steamship Company was held in 
New York Wednesday.

A Washington special to the New

complaint to make, but were entirely 
satisfied with the manner in which the 
law is being executed.

The people of California will find, be- 
fore ten years pass, that the Chinese 
are needed, aud will ask for a lepeul of 
the existing law. 


How two of the big cities of the 


United States ha\ grown, is shown by 
the following figures : The population 
of New York City was1 in 1786—ninety- 
seven years ago—26,614; in 1820 it was 
123,706; in 1830 202,580; in 1840, 312,- 
710; in 1850, 515,547; in I860, 813,669; 
in 1870, 942,392; in 1880, 1,206,290. 
This is a murvelonsly rapid growth and 
the indications are now unmistakable 
that before the close of the present 
century New York will have a popula- 
tion far exceeding that of any city on 
the (globe, except London, hut the 
growth of the greatness of the west is 
quite as marked and marvelous. In 
the year 1840, when the city of New 
York contained a population of 312,000, 
the "city" of Chicago had a population 
of 4,800. In 1880 New York had in- 
creased to upwai'ds of 1,200,000, but 
Chicago, meanwhile, had increased its 
population to over half a million, a rate 
of increase fur exceeding that of New 
York.
